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THE BRITISH MUSEUM. 


From the “ London Atheneum.” 


The estimate of the sum required to defray the expenses of the 
Mnseum for the curreat year, 1857-8, is 66,400/., viz., 88,2057. for sal- 
aries, 3.2502. for house expenses, 18,200/. for purchases and acquisitions, 
10,2502. for bookbinding, cabinets, etc., and 2,6502. for printing cata- 
logues. The total number of persons admitted to view the general col- 
lections of the Museum last year amounted to 361,714, against 334,089 
in 1855, 459,262 in 1854, 661,113 in 1858, 507,973 in 1852, and 2,527,-

216 in 1851 (the year of the Grand Exhibition). Thus, on the whole, 

the number of visitors has rather declined of late years. The number of 

visits made to the reading-rooms, for study or research, was 58,422 last 

year, and in former years, from 1855 to 1850 inclusive (proceeding by 

retrograde motion), 58,567, 56,132, 67,794, 72,226, 78,211, and 78,5338, 

In 1810 the number was only 1,950; in 1815, 4.800; in 1820, 8,820; in 

1825, 22,800 ; in 1830, 31,200; and in 1840, 67,542. The number of 

visits made by artists and students to the galleries of sculpture last year 

amounted to 2,918, which exhibits a considerable falling off, as compared 

with every year since 1881 inclusive; the uumber during the interval 
having never been lower than 8,508, and often as high as between 6,000 s 
and 7,000. The number of visits to the print-room last year was 8,096. 

against 2,868 in 1855. The visits to the coin and medal room nuinbered 

2,299, against 1,446 in 1855, and 1,810 in the year 1854, It may be 

convenient to apprise the public that they will be admitted to the gen- 

eral collections at the British Museum on Mondays, vo and 

Fridays, between the hours of 10 and 4 o’clock and 10 and 6 o'clock, 

according to the season of the year. Students will be admitted to the 
reading-rooms every day (except on Ash Wednesday, Good Friday, and 

Christmas day), from 9 till 4, 5, or 6 o'clock, according to the season ; 

and artists will be admitted to the sculpture galleries every day on which 

the Museum is open. The Museum is closed the first week in the*months 

of January, May and September. The usual reports from the different 

departments show that 10,434 volumes have been added to the lib 

(including music, maps, and newspapers), of which 753 were presen 

4,010 bought, and 5,831 acquired by copyright. The number of parts 
of volumes received was 27,516. The number of pieces of music was t 
2,347 (each a complete work). The grand total number of articles” 
received in this Department was 42,639. The additions made to the » 
MSS. Department during the year were numerous. They include geveral , 
very curious papers, such asa fine copy of the Samaritan Pentateuch, on 
vellum (4.p. 1441) ; the rare Provengal legendary history of the “ Gestes 
de Charlemagne, a Carcassone,” alias Philomena, on vellam; an 
inal Charter of William the First to St. Mary’s Church at Coventry, 
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the seal in fine preservation; a large number of documents relating to 
Normandy when in the occupation of the English, from 1355 to 1450; 
many original charters relating to France, England, and Spain ; a series 
of Bulls of the Popes of Rome and the Doges of Venice, etc. ; a collection 
of highly-finished miniatures and illuminated borders out of missals exe- 
cntekioe Cardinal Pallavicini and Popes Leo the Tenth, Clement the 
Seventh, Pius the Fourth, and Gregory the Thirteenth; an original act 
of dowry by Ludovico Marie Sforza Visconti, Duke of Milan (1494) ; the 
original account-books of Kings Henry the Seventh and Henry the 
Eighth of England (1509 to 1518), signed throughout by those sov- 
ereigns; six volumes of original correspondence of the Maréchal de 
Brézé with Cardinal Richelieu and others; Archbishop Fénelon’s auto- 
graph notes for his defence against Bossuet, Bishop of Meaux; a volume 
of letters of Sarah Duchess of Marlborough and Charles Duke of Shrews- 
bury and his wife, addressed to Viscountess Longueville (1703-13), and 
a very large and valuable collection of letters and papers selected from 
the sales of the late Francis Moore, H. B. Ray, and R. Cope Lambe. 
20,780 MSS. were delivered to readers Jast year. The general antiquities 
recently acquired are numerous, including the collection of the late 
Hon. Sir W. Temple, our Minister at Naples, which consists of painted 
fictile vases, terra-cottas, bronzes, objects in iron, lead, glass, gold, and 
silver, gold coins, gold and silver ornaments, carvings in amber, ivory, 
and bone, engraved gems and scarabai, Roman mosaics and busts, sepul- 
cbral urns, ete.; 220 gold, 480 silver, and 930 copper coins = 1,630 in 
all (besides five Cufic glass coins), have been acquired. The other anti- 
quities are too numerous to be specified. In the department of natural 
history, 88,769 specimeris have been added to the zoological branch of 
that collection—viz., 2,735 of vertebrated animals, 14,542 of mollusc and 
radiate, and 16,492 of annulose animals. To the geological and minera- 
logical branch of natural history 6,700 specimens have been added, and 
in the botanical branch some most valuable and interesting specimens 
have been acquired.

DANISH AUTHORS. 


From Bayard Taylor’s ** Correspondence to the New York Tribune.” 


On the day after my arrival, I sent a note to Hans Christian Ander- 
sen, reminding him of the greeting which he had once sent me through 
@ matual friend, and asking him to appoint an hour for me to call upon 
him. The same afternoon, as I was sitting in my room, the door quietly 
opened, and a tall, loosely-jointed figure entered. He wore a neat even- 
ing dress of black, with a white cravat; bis head was thrown back, and 
his plain, irregular features wore an expression of the greatest cheerful- 
ness and kindly humor. I recognized him at once, and, forgetting that 
we had never met—so much did he seem like an old familiar acquaint- 
ance—cried out “ Andersen!” and jumped up to greet him. “Ah,” 
said he, stretching out both his hands, “here you are! Now I should 
have been vexed if you had gone through Copenhagen and I had not 
known it.”” He sat down and I had a delightful hour’s chat with him. 
One sees the man so plainly in his works that his readers may almost be 
said to know him personally. He is thoroughly simple and natural, and 
those who call him egotistical forget that his egotism is only a naive 
and unthinking sincerity, like that of a child. In fact, he is the youngest 
man for his years that I ever knew. ‘“ When I was sixteen,” said he, 
“Tused to think to myself, ‘‘ when I am twenty-four, then will I be old 
indeed "—but now I am fifty-two, and I have just the same feeling of 
youth as at twenty. He was greatly delighted when Braisted, who was 
in the room with me, spoke of having read his “ Improvisatore” in the 
Sandwich Islands. “ Why, is it possible? ” he exclaimed : “ when I hear 
of my books going so far around the earth, I sometimes wonder if it can 
be really true that I have written them.” He explained to me the plot 
of his new novel, “To Be, or Not To Be,” and ended by presenting me 
with the illustrated edition of his stories. ‘ Now, don’t forget me,” said 
he, with a delightful entreaty in his voice, as he rose to leave, * fur we 
shall meet again. Were it not for sea-sickness, I should see you in Amer- 
ica; and who knows but I may come, in spite of it!” God bless you, 
Andersen! I said, in my thoughts. It is so cheering to meet a man 
whose very weaknesses are made attractive through the perfect candor 
of his nature ! 

Goldschmidt, the author of “The Jew,” whose acquaintance I made, 
is himself a Jew, and a man of great earnestness and enthusiasm. He 
is the editor of the “ North and South,” a monthly periodical, and has 
just completed, as he informed me, ‘a second romance, which will shortly 
be published. Like most of the authors and editors in Northern Europe, 
he is well acquainted with American Literature. He called my atten- 
tion to a small book which has just been published by a Danish naval 
officer, ftom the dictation of Peterson, Dr. Kane’s Esquimaux interpre- 
ter. The latter charges Dr. K. with cruelty and bad management, and 
I was glad to be able to defend the memory of one of the noblest-heart- 
ed men I ever knew from charges which in all probability originated in 


personal malice, 





Professor Rafu, the distinguished archeologist of Northern lore is 
still as active as ever, notwithstanding he is well advanced in years, 
After going up an innumerable number of steps, I found him at the very 
top of a high old building in the Arovprinzensgade in a study crammed 
with old Norsk and Icelandic volumes. He is a slender old’ man, with 
a thin face and high, narrow head, clear, gray eyes, and a hale red on 
his cheeks. The dust of antiquity does not lie very heavily on his gray 
locks; his enthusiasm for his studies is of that fresh and lively charac- 
ter which mellows the whole nature of the man. I admired and enjoy- 
ed it, when, after being fairly started on his favorite topic, he opened 
one of his own splendid folios, and read me some ringing stanzas of Ice- 
landic poetry. He spoke much of Mr. George P. Marsh, whose profi- 
ciency in the Northern languages he considered very remarkable.

THE PILGRIM VOYAGE. 

From“ Chief of the Pilgrims ; or, the Life and Times of William Brews- 
ter, ruling Elder of the Pilgrim Company that founded New Ply- 
mouth the Parent Colony of New England, in 1620.” 

All things being ready, and the time having arrived for these voy- 
agers to the New World to depart, those that were to remain, prepared 
a feast for those that were to go. It was at their “ pastor’s house, which 
was large,” and where probably they had usually assembled for worship. 
“Earnest were the prayers for each other,ind mutual the pledges.” 
Tears flowed indeed; but they refreshed themselves with appropriate 
psalms, making melody in their hearts, as well as with the voice; 
**many of the congregation being very expert in music.” “ Indeed (said 
Winslow), it was the sweetest melody that ever mine ears heard!” 
True was all this to the instincts of nature, under the guidance of grace. 
When deeply oppressed, the soul finds relief in devotion, and retresh- 
ment in melody, fitting melody, plaintive at first, to touch soothingly 
the cords of the sorrowing heart, then gradually merging into the ani- 
mating, and then into the invigorating and soul-inspiring. Thus re- 
freshed and strengthened to put in execution their great resolve, the 
departing company left Leyden for the haven of Delft, their place of 
embarkation ;—left that “goodly and pleasant city,” where for eleven 
years they had had their resting-place, bidding adieu to loved countenan- 
ces, sundering strong ties of attacliment cemented by trials, and recol- 
lections of joys and sorrows past. No wonder, under the circumstances, 
that a deep feeling of loneliness came over them, as of “ pilgrims” 
without country or home. 

Pilgrims indeed they were; not in the classical sense, derived from 








heathen use, nor from the periods of the Church’s sad declensions, nor 
as used in the romances of the crusades, nor in the sense of the devotees 
of the prophet of Mecca; but in the primary sense, as well as in the 
divinely inspired use—* Strangers and sojourners,” “ strangers and pil- 
gruns on the earth.” This was the inspired language to which their 
ininds reverted when they declared that “ they knew they were pilgrims 
here, and in the sorrow of departing lifted their eyes towards heaven as 
their dearest country, and quieted their spirits.” 

On the 2ist of July, 1620, they were on their way to Delft, and 
thence to the Haven of Delft, their brethren from Leyden accompany- 
ing them. Arriving at Delft Haven, again their brethren prepared for 
them a social feast. * Little sleep was there to most of them that night.” 
Friendly entertainment, Christian discourse, and expressions of deep 
affection in parting, “held their eyes waking.” “ Never,” says Wins- 
low, “I persuade myself, never people on earth lived more lovingl 
together, and parted more sweetly than we, the Church of Leyden.” 
“ Often seeking, not rashly, but deliberately, the mind of God in prayer, 
and finding His gracious presence with us, and His blessing upon us,’ 

The morning of the 22d dawned upon them favorably. After prayer 
by their pastor, and many tears, they repaired to their little ship, lying 
at the quay ready to receive them, accompanied not only by their 
brethren from Leyden, but by some even from Amsterdam, who had 
come to take leave of them (and to many it was a final leave). Going 
on board amidst sighs and sobs, their grief became too deep for utterance, 

‘**Loath to separate, yet the wind being fair, and the tide admonish- 
ing, their pastor falls down upon his knees, and they all with him, while 
he, with watery cheeks, commends them most fervently to the Lord and 
his blessing.” Then, with mutual embraces and short leave-takings, 
they part. With sails set, the ship recedes from the quay, while three 
volleys from the small arms and three pieces of ordnance announce their 
departure. 

The last silent tokens, as long as their eyes could discern them, were 
the lifting up of hands to each other, even as their hearts were for each 
to the Most High, while they passed out upon the broad Meuse, and 
were borne away tothe sea. On shore, the pastor and remainder of his 
saddened flock returned to Leyden, while the Dutch strangers, that stood 
on the quay as spectators, had not been able to refrain from “ tears” at 
the view of that parting. 

In all this, what must have been the emotions of their elder? Deeply 
must he have felt the responsibility of his position, while, as their spiritual 
leader and instructor, though a layman, he was now committed with 
them, and they with him, to the uncertainties of the voyage, and to the 
greater uncertainties and trials of a settlement beyond the seas, in a 
savage land, 

Scarcely, however, could he have had time to collect his thoughts of 
the past, and of the memorable present, and to glance dimly at the 
future, when the Speedwell, with the pilgrim band, approached and 
passed the Briel. There, doubtless, he must have called to mind the 
time when, in younger years, he was with the ambassador while receiv- 
ing possession of that town and its fortresses, and also when leaving the 
country for England and the court, himself buoyant with youthful hope, . 
bearing the golden chain in token of faithful service, and with brightest 
prospects of advancement to higher positions. 

What had he since passed through? What changes had been his? 
What strange contrasts in life? What unlooked-for occurrences ? What, 
even in the past twelve years, in the land he was now leaving, ending 
with the last painful scene, this very day, at the Haven of Delft? 

But the Speedwell speeds rapidly on her course. Ere long, with “a 
prosperous wind,” after a short passage, they are on the coast of Eng- 
Jand, and in the port of Southampton. 

Arrived at Southampton, an ancient seaport on the southern coast of 
England, the Leyden Company met their companions and others with 
the larger ship, the Mayflower, from London. Joyful was their meeting, 
and mutual were the congratulations. Seven days had these frien 
been awaiting their arrival. 

Here were they again in England, the land of their birth, after twelve 
years of voluntary exile, for their distinctive views, in a land of strangers, 
Yet they had little time for reflection upon scenes and events and asso- 
ciations of early life: now was the time for stern resolve and action, 
They were to leave again immediately as exiles for life, beyond the vast 
and yet seldom frequented ocean. 

Proceeding with the necessary arrangements for the voyage, they 
authorized the needed outlays, and prepared to depart. In the mean 
time there arrived from Mr. Robinson, in Leyden, a most affectionate 
and earnest parting letter, which was read to the company, to the 
profit of many, and acceptance of all. And now on distributing the 
whole company on board the two ships, they chose for each a man 
with assistants, to order the people and provisions, and all else of a like 
nature that might be for the best good of the whole. 

About the 5th of August, some thirteen days after their embarkation 
at Deltt Haven, the pilgrim company, numbering, with the additions 
from London, about one hundred and twenty, set sail from Southampton, 
But further disappointments awaited them, Scarcely were they at sea, 
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when the master of the Speedwell declared his ship to be so leaky, that 
he dare not proceed. Both masters, on consultation, resolved to put 
into the harbor of Dartmouth, an old town of note on the southern 
coast of England. Here a week longer was passed during the Speed- 
well’s repairs, an unexpected loss of time,as well as expenditure of 
means; after which both vessels again put to sea. 

Nor was this all. After having proceeded over “ a hundred leagues 
off the Land’s End,” the master of the Speedwell again complained of 
her leakage, and declared that he must return or sink. Upon this, both 
vessels put back into the harbor of Plymouth, another port on the south- 
western coast of England; which, for beauty of situation, strength, 
wealth, and historic incident, had no rival in that part of the kingdom. 
Judging the Speedwell to be unseaworthy, they there dismissed her. 
Those who “ were willing,” and some who “were weakest,” though it 
was grievous and discouraging, went back to London, in all about 

» twenty, Mr. Cushman and family being of the number. The others 
joined those in the Mayflower, arranging themselves and provisions as 
they could. 

September the 6th, after kind treatment from friends at that place, 
and another sad parting, the now entire Mayflower company set sail 

in. 

Henceforth, few things are known of what took place on board 
during their long and dreary voyage. The few facts recorded, however, 
; gy some interesting insight into their condition and trials on the 

eep. 

One hundred passengers, added to the ship’s captain and men, with 
provisions for all, and the implements and effects tor settling a colony, 
all compacted together in one small ship, of but 18Q tons, can give no 
very favorable idea of internal convenience or comfort. Yet, with : 
fair wind, they proceeded prosperously at first, until about half way 
over the sea, though the usual sea sickness was to them no stranger. 
Then commenced “cross winds and fierce storms.” Encountering these, 
the ship labored, and her upper works became leaky. A main beam 
amidships was bent and cracked. The mariners manifested fears of the 
ability of the ship and much distraction and difference of opinion. 
Though willing to do what they could, they were yet loath to hazard 
their lives to any extremity. Perceiving this, the chief of the pilgrim 
company consulted with the officers of the ship as to the danger, and 
whether to return or to proceed. All opinions and reports being ex- 
amined, and the captain being in favor of further exertions, various 
expedients were used to lessen the danger. By a huge iron screw, 
brought by some passengers from Holland, the wrenched mainbeam was 
brought into its place. With this and other appliances, they so strength- 
ened and tightened their laboring bar}, that, committing themselves to 
the will of God, they resolved to proceed. Yet often afterwards, in 
fierce storms and winds, and high running seas, was their frail weakened 
vessel unable to bear sail, and forced to lie by for days together. 

And how, during all this time, was their elder chiefly oceupied ? 
Doubtless, as we would expect, as their counsellor, their instructor, and 
spiritual guide; with whom, and by whose resolve to go with them, 
they had undertaken this arduous enterprise. Doubtless he led their 
daily devotions, as win«ds and sea, and other circumstances would per- 
mit, and spoke to them from portions of the Word of truth aptly suited 
to each new occurrence, and in way and manner best calculated to in- 
struct, to cheer, and to edify. 

Among the incidents of the voyage, was one that appears to have 
left on the minds of both navigators and passengers a strong iinpression. 
A certain stout, able-bodied, yet haughty and profane young seaman, 
was constantly treating these people with contempt, and in their sick- 
ness daily “ cursing and execrating them,” not hesitating to tell them he 
hoped to help cast half of them overboard before they came to their 
journey’s end, and “to make merry ” with what they should leave. If 
spoken to ever so gently respecting this treatment, “he would curse the 
more bitterly.” This young seaman was “smitten by a grievous dis- 
ease,” before half of the voyage was completed, and died in great “ des- 
peration,” and “was himself the first to be thrown overboard,” to the 
“ astonishment of all his fellows,” who marked it as being by “the just 
hand of God.” °* 

As another incident, a stout young man, of the passengers (John 
Howland), coming above the gratings, as the ship lay to in a raging 
storm, was, by a sudden lurch of the ship, cast into the sea; yet, catch- 
ing hold of the topsail halliards that hung overboard, running out at 
length, and holding to them, even thoagh fathoms under water, he was 
drawn up by them to the surface, and, by boathooks and other means, 
was raised on board, and his lifé preserved. Thus rescued, in the pro- 
vidence of God, he lived many years a valuable member of their com- 
munity. 

On the 6th of November, one month after leaving Plymouth and the 
English coast, died William Butten, a youth in the family of Mr. Fuller, 
their physician. Ile was the first and only one of their own company 


whose mortal remains they were called upon during the passage to com- 
mit to the great deep. 
One also was born during the passage at sea, a child of Mr. and Mrs. 
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Hopkins, who thence named him “ Oceanus,” child of the ocean. Thus 
was the number of the Mayflower company continued the same. 

At dawn of day, on the 9th of November, land was discovered from 
the Mayflower’s deck. It proved to be the cape, not long before named 
Cape Cod, from the abundance of that tish caught on its coast. Cheer- 
ing indeed to the suffering passengers was the sight, after so long a con- 
finement in their crowded and storm-worn ship, 

Sut as it was their intention to find a place for settlement near the 
Hudson river, on consultation, the ship’s course was directed southward, 
the wind and weather favoring. Sailing this course half of the day, 
they found themselves among the perilous shogls and breakers off the 
southerly portion of that cape. Apparently in much peril, and the 
favorable wind failing them, they resolved to turn back, and bear up 
again for the point of the cape, thankful to free themselves from the 
threatening dangers before the night should overtake them. 

On the 11th day of November, 1620, sixty-five days, or more than 
nine weeks atter their last departure from the shores of England, they 
entered, and anchored in safety, in the Harbor of Cape Cod. 


A CONVENTION BROKEN UP IN A ROW. 
From “Wild Northern Scenes.” 


“Well,” said Smith, “we won’t quarrel about the degree of my 
nervousness, But in regard to what I was going to say about cats. 
Some years ago I occupied a suite of rooms in the second story «* a 
house rented by a widow lady, to whom I had been under some obl: a- 
tions in my boyhood, and whom my mother always regarded as her best 
friend.”

*% Well,” said the Doctor, “ what of all that?”

I do not undertake to say 
that they ald congregated nightly on the roofs of those out-heuses. But 
if there was a cat in the sixth ward, that didn’t have something to say 
on that roof every night, I should like to make its acquaintance. I am 
against cats. J regard them as treacherous, ungrateful animals, and as 
having very small moral developments generally. I am against cat- 
terwauling, especially in the night season, when honest people have 
right to their natural sleep. I don’t like to be woke up, when rounding 
a pleasant dream. by their growling and screaming, spitting and whin- 
ing, groaning and crying, and the hundred other nameless noises by 
which they frighten sleep from our pillows. 

* Well, one night, it may have been one o’clock, or two, or three, I 
was awakened by the awfulest screaming and sputtering, growling and 
swearing that ever startled a weary man from his slumbers. I leaped 
out of bed under the impression that at least twenty little children had 
fallen into as many tubs of boiling water. I threw open the window 
and stepped out upon the roof of the tea-room. I don’t intend to ex- 
aggerate, but I honestly believe that there were less than three hundred 
cats over against me, on the rvofs of the out-houses; each one of which 
had a tail bigger than a Bologna sausage, his back crooked up like an 
oxbow, and his great round eyes gleaming fiercely in the moonlight, 
putting in his very best in*the way of catterwauling. Two of the largest, 
one black as night and the other a drak grey or brindle, appeared to be 
particularly in earnest, and the way they scolded, and screamed, and 
swore at each other was asin to hear. I won’t undertake to report all 
they said; a decent regard for the proprieties of language, compels me 
to give only a sketch of the debate. 

“*You infernal, big-tailed, hump-backed, ugly-mugged thief,’ 
screamed the grey, ‘I’d like to know what you are out here for this 
time of night, skulking, and creeping, and nosing about in the dark, 
poaching upon other people's preserves ? 

“* Very well! mighty well!’ was the reply, ‘for you to talk, you 
black-skinned, ogre-eyed, growling and sputtering robber, to come upon 
this roof sticking up your back and taking airs on yourself. ['d like to 
know what business you’ve got to be prowling about, and crowding 
yourself into honest people’s company’ 

“  «¢Pm a regolar Tom Cat, I'd have you know, and go where I please, 
and I'll stand none of your big talk and insolent looks.’ 

“*Insolent! Hear the cowardly thief! Insolent! Very well, Mr. 
Tom Cat! Very good, indeed! Now, just take your black skin off this 
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roof, or you will get what will make you look crossed-eyed for a 
month.’ : 

“ ‘Get off this roof, I think you said. Look at this set of ivory, and 
these claws, old grey-back! If you want I should leave this roof just 
come and put me off. Try it on, old Beeswax. Yes, yes! try it on 
once, and we'll see whose eyes will look straightest in the morning! 
Come on, old Humpback! Try it on, old Sausage Tail!’ ; 

“ And then they pitched in, and such scratching and growling, scold- 
ing and swearing, and biting, and rolling over and over, I never happen- 
ed to see or hear before. About that time I dropped a boulder of coal, 
taken from the seuttle, weighing about half a pound, right among them 
(accidently, of course). Whether it hit any one I can’t positively aflirm, 
but I heard a dull heavy sound, a kind of chug, as if it had struck against 
something soft, and the scream of one of the belligerents was broug):t to 
a sudden stop, by a sort of hysterical jerk, as though there had been a 
sudden lack of wind to carry it on, It putan end to the disturbance, 
and all the rioters, save one, scampered away. That one remained, all 
doubled up in a heap, like as if it had the sick headache, or been at- 
tacked with sudden inflammation of the bowels. If any body’s cat was 
found the next morning with a swelled head, or a great bunch on its 
side, and seemed dumpish, it’s my private opinion that that’s the one 
that lamp of coal fell upon, 

“Still it did’nt do much good in the way of relieving me from the 
annoyance of these cat conventions. They continued to congregate 
nightly on that long shed in the rear of my rooms. — 1 wasted more 
wood upon them than I could well afford to spare. I used up all the 
brickbats | could Jay my hands on, — I threw away something less than 
a ton of coal; and on two occasions came near being taken to the 
watch-house for smashing a window in the opposite block, All this 
proved of no avail. Indeed, my tormentors began at last to get used to 
it, to regard it as part of the performance. 

“The matter was getting serious. It became evident that either 
those cats or myself must leave the premises.

* Well, the moon came up one night, with her great round tace, and 
went walking up the sky with a queenly tread, throwing her light, like 
amantie of brightness, over all the earth. I love the calm of a moon- 
light night, in the pleasant springtime, and the cats of our part of the 
town seemed to loye it too, for they came from every quarter; from the 
sheds around the National Garden, from the stables, the streets, the 
basements, and the kitchens, creeping stealthily along the tops of the 
fences, and along the sheds, and clambering up the boards that leaned 
up against the outbuildings, and set themselves down, scores or less of 
them, in their old trysting place, right opposite my chamber windows. 
To all this I had in the abstract no objection, If a cat chooses to take 
a quiet walk by moonlight, if he chooses to go out for his pleasure or his 
profit, it is no particular business of mine, and 1 haven’t a word to say. 
Cats have rights, and I have no disposition to interfere with them. If 
they choose to hold a convention to discuss the affairs of rat-and-monse- 
dom, they can do it for all me. But they must go about it decently and 
in order. They must talk matters over calmly; there must be no riot- 
ing, no fighting. They must refrain from the use of profane language 
they. must not swear. There’s law against all this, and I had warned 
them long before that I would stand no such nonsense. I told them 
frankly that I'd let drive among them some night with a double-barrelled 
gun, loaded with powder and duck-shot—and I meant it. But those 
vats didn’t believe a word I said. They didn’t believe I had any powder 
and shot. They didn’t believe I had any gun, or knew how to use it, if 
I had; and one great Maltese, with eyes like tea-plates, and a tail like a 
Bologna sausage, grinned and sputtered, and spit, in derision and defiance 
of my threats. ‘ Very well!’ said I. * Very well, Mr. Tom Car! very 
well, inceed! On your head be it, Mr. Tom Car! Try it on, Mr. Tom 
Cat, and we'll see who'll get the worst of it.’ 

* Well, as I said, the moon came up one night, with her great round 
face, and all the little stars hid themselves, as if ashamed of their twinkle 
in the splendor of her superior brightness. I retired when the rumble 
of the carriages in the streets, and the tramp on the stone side-walks had 

ceased, and the seream of the eleven o'clock train had died away into 
silence, with a quiet conscience, and in the confidence that I should find 
that repose to which one who has wronged no man during the day, is 
justly entitled, 2 . 

“It may have been midnight, or one o’clock, or two, when I was 
awakened from a pleasant slumber, by a babel of unearthly sounds in 
the rear of my chamber. I knew what those sounds meant, for they had 
cost me fuel enough to have lasted a month. I raised the window, and 
there, as of old, right opposite me, on the north end of that long shed, 
was an assemblage of all the cats in that part of the town.

A Lire or Tuomas Jerrerson.—It has been known to us for some time 
that the Hon. Henry 8. Randall, LL. D., formerly Secretary of State and 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, has in preparation a Life of Jefferson, 
the materials of which are derived from sources inaccessible to any other 
gentleman. Mr. Randall’s unique resources for his forthcoming memoir are 


pleasantly described in a letter, a portion of which we subjoin, from one of ° 


the most eminent literary men of the country, in the confidence of friendship 
to a literary friend. The letter will repay perusal, for while prefigurin 
what the biography will be in Mr. Randall’s hands, it lets the reader inei- 
dentally into the habits and character of Jefferson to a greater extent than 
anything yet published. It contains, indeed, the promise of a far more com- 
plete and worthy life of Jefferson than has yet appeared, or than could be 
written by any other man: 

* * His industry in collecting materials has been remarkably 
successful. Piles of books lay stacked up in every corner of the library, to 
give up the shelves to authorities. But it is in the original department that 
his success has been the most peculiar. The library is a perfect magazine of 
personal mementoes of Mr. Jefferson—manuscripts, pictures, views of Monti- 
cello, ground plans of its garden, grounds and other surroundings in the days 
of its illustrious owner, personal relics, and things not to be classed. Here 
was a list of texts in “Jefferson’s Bible,” drawn up for publication, there a 
list of the pedigrees of his horses, not drawn up for publication; here was 
the pocket-book referred to in the “ Notes on Virginia,” for the original copy 
of Logan’s speech, there a neat drawing of Jefferson's “ plow of the least re- 
sistance,” with specifications for construction; here lockets of his hair, there 
his MS. copies of favorite songs and ballads; and so on, ad infinitum. And 
so queer a collection of tables, kept by one man, surely never was heard of. 
There are tables of his annual and monthly expenses as a private man and 
as a President; of his receipts as a lawyer; of his observations in various 
Cepartments of science and natural history; of his farming and gardeni: 
operations ; of the births, deaths, occupations, ete., of the slaves, horses an 
farm products carried off, butchered and destroyed by Cornwallis; of his 
nail making; of his manufactures of domestic woollens and linens; of his 
milling; of his smithing and coopering; of distance between this place and 
that, ascertained by a pedometer attached to his person or an equivalent 
machine registering the rotations of a carriage wheel; and of innumerable 
other things. 

You will judge of the minuteness of his observations in natural history 
when I inform you that among the tables in that department there is one

ving the average earliest and latest appearance of all the vegetables (per- 
aps thirty kinds) sold in the Washington market during the entire eight 
years of his Presidency 

* * Most of the original collections of facts on which these 
generalizations were made are also in Mr. Randall’s possession—the minutest 
accounts vou ever saw of expenses and receipts (thing and kind always 
given); his register as a lawyer giving an account of all his cases; his daily 
observations in science ; his farm and garden books; his detailed exhibits in 
all the manufacturing branches, and memoranda of journeys, &c., &e. These, 
drawn up in Mr. Jefferson’s formally handsome handwriting, and all elabo- 
ar A indexed by him, extend over.a space of from twenty to fifty years! 

o my wondering inquiry why none of these things had ever come to 
light, Mr. Randall informed me that nearly or quite all of these volumes and 
manuseripts—and I have enumerated but a small portion of them—were 
found by Mr. Jefferson’s family in 1851, in a dark and entirely forgotten re- 
ceptacle, where they had lain since Mr. Jefferson’s death. At (or not long 
after) that time, they were doubtless removed to E——, amongst the old, 
cast-aside account books and other trumpery of a closet connected with Mr. 
Jefferson's bedroom. (You will remember it, above the aleove, with its two 
eye-like holes opening into the bed room.) The lower tiers of these papers 
had remained undisturbed and forgotten time out of mind. Randall thinks 
it impossible that Mr. Jefferson remembered their existence when he wrote 
his own autobiographical memoir. In proof of this, he showed me several 
MS. volumes, written by Mr. Jefferson’s father, and pointed out facts in them 
which I, too, am well satisfied no son would ever have omitted in giving the 
most meagre account of his family. 

So much for what may be termed the physical department. Now for 
the esoteric one. And I pray you mark by specifications for their bearing 
on a point where I think Randall all right, aud you all wrong. Ile has all 
of Mr, Jefferson’s family correspondence, comprising three hundred or more 
letters, written to his two daughters from their childhood down to the death 
of the youngest, Mrs. Eppes. He has entire every extant letter Mr. Jefferson 
ever wrote the latter, his private letters to her husband, John W. Eppes, a 
quantity addressed to Mr. Eppes, senior (who was his brother-in-law), run- 
ning back to 1775, and a portion of those written from Congress in 1776, 
before the Declaration of Independence was declared. You are of course 
aware that not one of Mr. Jefferson’s family letters has ever been published. 
2. Randall has all the written recollections which Mrs. Randolph left of 
her father. These are not extensive, but as far as they goare precious, from 
the uncommonly intelligent and candid character of the writer. 3. He has 
contemporaneous narratives and diaries of some of Mr. Jefferson’s descen- 
dants of the next generation, who, however, grew up to man and womanhood 
under the same roof with him. I forget their extent, but one, I remember, is 
long, giving records of numerous conversations. He has pretty minute re- 
collections of various of Mr. Jefferson’s intimate personal friends, including 
Dr. D ‘s journal of his last illness and death. 5, He has narratives, 
recollections, descriptions, explanations, opinions; in a word, answers to in- 

uiries on every topic where an intelligent biographer would seek informa- 
tion, furnished to him by nearly all of Mr. Jefferson’s grandchildren—all of 
whom were old enough to have distinct recollections of the facts. I should 
judge from seeing into a deep drawer or two, that these letters extend to 
some thousands of manuscript pages; and Randall himself said that they 
were worth far more than any other one class of his original materials. He 
says, happily the family started on the profoundly sensible idea that their 
grandfather would “ pass muster” with posterity exactly as he was—that ex- 
aggeration would both injure and discredit the whole picture. Ile turned 
me to a passage in a letter from Mrs. ——, of , in answer to the question 
under what name Mr. Jefferson should be religiously classed, the querist (R.) 
having asserted that he was in no sense of the word an infidel. The reply is 
splendidly characteristic: ‘Class my grandfather nowhere, my dear Mr. 
Randall, tell the world exactly what he thought!” You may be sure I saw 
with pleasure a thick package of letters from this gifted woman ; and another 
almost as thick from the Misses , of Randall drew forth and 
placed in my hands two or three letters. I read them with moistened eyes! 
Commend me to woman’s love to religiously collect the disjecta membra of 
biography, and to present them with religious scrupulousness. Randall is 
also under obligations to the grandsons of both branches. * ag ® 

Now, I ask you, what in the name of common sense induced you and Dr. 
D. to advise Randall to make a short life of this? If the object was to get 
up a “sensation took” to meet the wants of some “ enterprising ” bookseller, 
to “make money” for the author—I could better understand you! Would 
you have Randall reduce his vast mass of materials, particularly original 
materials, to a mere summary? Ten or fifteen years would have buried 
most of the last in the tomb, aud scattered the rest past collection. Never, 
in my opinion, was a biography more opportunely commenced. And now 
when with such zeal, such industry, and such success, these things have 
been gathered, are they to be thrown away for fear railroad travellers and 
yellow-covered readers generally will find the work too ponderous to be 
taken at a lunch, and digested even between stations /—Would you suppress 
Mr. Jefferson's family letters? Would you exclude pictures of life and man- 
ners at Monticello? Would you reject anything that throws light from an 
original and certainly authe:tic source of his private character and history 
—now just about as well understoood as those of Manco Capac and Zoroaster ¢ 
Or would you give one or two of his private letters, and then say after the 
solemn fashion of ——, ‘The good people are assured that all the rest be- 
tray equal excellence of head and heart!” Or should his private and not 
his public life be given? Or should we have a plain narrative of his publie 
and private life, and uo history of his mind and opinions? On which of these 
departments would Dr. D. bring down his amputating saw ? 

















Is Thomas Jefferson, who acted so = & part in our country for full 
half a century, who founded the party that has since controlled our country 
who is the author of half our opinions, if not our institutions, who for good pd 
for evil has exercised an influence that no other man has ever exercised on 
the minds of the American people, is this grand and imposing figure to be 
cut down to a half length, or to “ cabinet size,” to suit the superficial and 
impatient ignorant? While every year gives us a new life or two of —— 
stretching to any where from one to four octavos, shall we not have at least 
one full, rounded, al!-sided, detailed life of Mr. Jefferson, which gives the im- 
portant original papers, and the important original facts, instead ef mere ab- 
stracts? 

I have no apprehension that Randall will be troubled with the Zues Bos- 
wellian. I thought he betrayed a little too much nervousness on that point. 
But he thinks, and 1 agree with him, that our sound reading public, our 
political public, the intelligent young men of our country, demand a thorough, 
faithful, full, though not tediously drawn out, life of his subject. We soon 
shall know the result of the undertaking. The work will be ready for the 
printer in May. It will fill two solid octavo volumes.—Commercial Advertiser, 








LireraturE AND Lire INsurance.—No portion of the workmen of the world 
should appreciate Life Insurance more than literary men.

regret that the necessity should exist for any eleeemosynary aid for the 
family of so successful an author, 

We call attention to the cireumstance in the hope of fixing on it the at- 
tention of our own literary men, in every department, and to entreat them 
one and all to the utmost of their ability to provide for their families by Lite 
Insurance. Let them examine its principles, its details, its advantages, and 
as they would themselves shrink with a just pride from extending their 
hands on the highways for public charity, let them save their wives and 
children from the bitter necessity of doing that very thing. We implore 
every man who conducts a public journal in America, to preach this same 
gospel to his brethren always.—J/nsurance Monitor.
